I. Claims 1-22, drawn to an elongated intracorporeal optical instrument, classified in 
class 600, subclass 478. 

II. Claims 23-25, 29 and 30, drawn to a coupling, classified in class 385, subclass 53. 

III. Claims 26-28, drawn to an instrument (including an optical device), classified in 
class 250, subclass 200. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as an optical coupling 
in a fiberoptic telecommunications system or a fluid coupling in any fluid system. Invention III 
has separate utility in a camera system (connection between a camera and an objective lens). See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the search required for any 
one group is not inclusively required any other group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I: ferrule with releasable engagement (e.g., Fig. 2A). 
Species II: ferrule with rotatable engagement (e.g., Fig. 4A).
